1.  Try  and  have  your  children  here  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Term.  The  classes  are  then  formed,  and  it  will  be  better  for  all  con- 
cerned, for  the  student  to  start  regularly  with  his  class. 

2.  If  possible,  do  not  call  them  away  during  the  session.  Absence, 
if  only  for  a  few  days,  disarranges  the  classes,  and  is  generally  the 
beginning  of  irregularity  on  the  part  of  the  scholar. 

3.  Supply  them  very  sparingly  with  spending  money.  The  free  use 
of  money  is  one  of  the  greatest  banes  of  a  school,  and  a  fruitful  source 
of  evil  to  the  student.
